4. Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chobert. 

In regard to claim 19, Chobert discloses a fitting assembly for bridging an opening in a work 
piece, the assembly comprising: 

An insert having an outer diameter 8 sized to be closely received in the opening in the 

work piece 3, the insert having an inner passage to provide fluid communication through the 

insert and thus, through the opening in the work piece; the insert being sufficiently malleable to 

be radially and plastically expanded to form an interference fit with the work piece; and 

At least one coupling member 1 having a first end, a second end, and an inner passage 

providing fluid communication with the insert, the coupling member extending axially from the 

insert, the first end of the coupling member positioned proximate to the insert, the second end of 

the coupling member operable to be coupled with at least one piece of conduit. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-4, 6, 16-18 and 20-22 are allowed..
